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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 09/30/2008 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that cited references do not anticipate limitation "converting within said first 
home... from said format to second format compatible for... presentation and/or playback... within a second home in a second geographic 
location." The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant. Dureau teaches transcoding of received data to be compatible with the 
receiver 30. Transcoding received data means converting a data stream from one format to another. Dureau transcodes received data 
within first geographic location which includes a television for the display of the transcoded data at first location. Dureau was silent with 
respect to "presentation and/or playback on a television screen within a second home in a second geographic location." 
Presentation/playback on a television screen within a second home in a second geographic location is met by Lu, where transmitting 
recorded media from first to second location for presentation. Furthermore, the examiner points out that claimed language in claim 1, 
"converting" is taking place within first home, and applicant points out that presentation/playback is clarifying "converting". However, 
second geographical location simply playing media file and not converting. Therefore, the combination of Dureau and Lu meets claimed 
limitation "converting within said first home... from said format to second format compatible for... presentation and/or playback... within a 
second home in a second geographic location." 
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
